The report Feb. 1 comes in the midst of the school year 
as that is from July 1 to July 1. This accounts for the fact 
that the foregoing report is for thirty-six school weeks and 


the school year is thirty-five weeks. 
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Perhaps never since the earliest history of the town if 
then has it been that but four teachers were employed. 

Williamsville and Newfane villages have both had one 
room schools and Brookside children have been transported 
to South Newfane. 

The money for repairs has been used in doing smaller 
jobs to keep the buildings in good shape. South Newfane 
and Union buildings have been painted inside. 

Although we weren’t using the building at Brookside for 
school purposes it seemed unwise to let the rain run through 
it so it has been re-roofed. Electric lights have been in- 
stalled in two schools, the communities contributing half the 
money. 

For the coming year considerable money will be needed to 
make different arrangements for toilets at Williamsville 
and Newfane. 

In view of this we will need as large a rate for schools as 
in the past year. 

The resignation of Supt. G. W. Powers was received with 
deep regret as he had been both efficient and faithful in all 
lines for eighteen years. We wish him well in his new field.

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School Superintendent’s Report 


To the Citizens of Windham Central District: 


For the first time in many years and perhaps ever, New- 
fane is maintaining only four schools. The work in all of 
these is good. At the Village School and Williamsville the 
numbers are rather large and two or three families moving 
in might make additional facilities necessary. Electric 
hghts at Williamsville and South Newfane are the result of 
fine community and school board cooperation. The same 
excellent team work has made possible music instruction in 
all the schools. Miss Jackson is not coming through the 
winter months, but expects to again in the spring. It is fit- 
ting that we should here express our thanks and apprecia- 
tion for the fine piano presented to the Village School by 
Mr. and Mrs. Roy Monroe. A considerable amount of re- 
pair work during the summer put the school property in 
very good condition. The most serious problem facing the 
board is the urgent necessity for overhauling the plumbing 
both at the Village School and Williamsville. The possi- 
bility of running water or a supply from driven wells to- 
gether with modern plumbing should be carefully con- 
sidered. 

The organization of the district remains the same as last 
year; chairman, G. M. Allbee of Brookline and secretary, 
Mrs. Mary J. Whitaker of Newfane. The enrollment of ele- 
mentary pupils is 602. This is approximately the same as 
the past two years. For the last full school year ending 
June 30th, the total number of school visits made by the su- 
perintendent was 814, and the mileage covered in making 
these visits was 10,198 miles. During the first five months 
of the present school year there have been made 439 school 
visits. In addition to this there are many meetings, confer- 
ences and conventions which the superintendent must at- 
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tend, and also there are many personal calls to be made. 
All this increases the mileage traveled very considerably. 

The results of standard tests given and the grade of work 
which our pupils do when they reach high school would in- 
dicate that our schools are reasonably successful in teaching 
the fundamentals, Reading, Writing and Arithmetic. Our 
children are also reasonably proficient in History, Geog- 
raphy and Civics, but there is another field which we have 
barely touched. Through community effort and in coopera- 
tion with the school boards some progress has been made in 
the teaching of music in our schools. This work should be 
continued, enlarged and strengthened. Most of the chil- 
dren in our schools will work with their hands throughout 
their lives; still we do very little to train them in hand 
work. More emphasis should be placed on art and handi- 
crafts. I want to reiterate what I said in last year’s report, 
that I believe that we need more work in manual training, 
home economies, music, art, drawing, nature study, science 
and similar subjects. Right in our rural schools we should 
be teaching the girls to sew and mend and wash and the 
boys to use their hands for ordinary repair and construction 
work. 

For many years this group of towns has been unusually 
fortunate in the amount of public health work accomplished. 
The area covered by this district is so large that the state 
board of health placed a second nurse in the field and di- 
vided the territory. Mrs. Dorothy Whitaker has Athens, 
Brookline, Grafton, Marlboro, Newfane and Townshend. 
Miss Rebecca Benedict, recently resigned, served in the 
other five towns. A new nurse, Miss Joanna E. Moran, has 
been assigned to this territory and will locate in Jamaica 
soon. Miss Moran will work in Dover, Jamaica, Wards- 
boro, Winhall and Stratton. 

Pioneer work in public health here in Windham County 
was done for years by Richards M. Bradley through the 
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Thompson Trust Fund. This organization still cooperates 
and assists with corrective work. However, the present 
health unit was established about three years ago and is ¢car- 
ried on by the Maternal and Child Health Division of the 
state board of health under the direction of Dr. Paul D. 
Clark of Burlington. Local funds voted at town meeting 
and state funds voted in the legislature are matched by 
federal funds and from this combined fund the work is 
maintained. Careful attention should be given to Mrs. 
Whitaker’s report. For a comparatively small local con- 
tribution we get a public health service that would be im- 
possible to secure in any other way. It is hoped that the 
towns will not only continue, but increase their support. 

The problem of adequate financial support for our educa- 
tional program is always with us. The local towns with 
searcely an exception support their schools to the limit of 
their ability. But we do feel that the state aid distributed 
on the basis of the equated pupil should be increased from 
the present fifteen dollars per pupil to at least twenty dol- 
lars. It is the old problem of the balance between local and 
state support. However, it is possible that we have too 
long looked on our schools as an entirely local affair. We 
must come to think of education as a state function. In the 
intervening months between now and the time for the next 
legislature this matter should have your most thoughtful 
attention. 

The distribution of surplus commodities by the federal 
government has been a great incentive to the hot lunch pro- 
gram. Two towns in the district have pioneered with insu- 
lation for some of their buildings. I believe that every 
board should investigate this matter of insulation for the 
school buildings. It will make for the comfort of the chil- 
dren and in the long run I believe will be sound economy. 
Several schools are experimenting with the radio and the 
educational programs which are now available. Twenty of 
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our schools now have electricity. As soon as finances per- 
mit an effort should be made to secure a projector and to 
use some of the many educational films which can now be 
secured almost for the asking. The fundamentals of a sound 
education will always remain the same, but there are new 
and possibly improved ways of carrying on the educational 
program. However, we must never lose sight of the fact 
that the most important factor in the whole situation is the 
teacher. We are most fortunate in our present corps of 
teachers and I wish to take this opportunity to thank them 
for their efficient and painstaking work. 

It is difficult in a few words to express my appreciation 
for your loyalty and help through this long period of work 
in your district. My one hope is, that through all these 
years of service I may have been of some little help in fitting 
your boys and girls to be better and more useful citizens in 
their communities and in the state at large. For my suc- 
cessor I would bespeak the same support and loyalty.

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Report of Public Health Nurse, 1939 


The past year has been quite a busy one, and has seen sev- 
eral changes. At the beginning of the year I was the only 
nurse covering eleven towns. In May the territory was di- 
vided so that I had six towns left namely : Newfane, Towns- 
hend, Grafton, Athens, Brookline and Marlboro. Miss Jo- 
anna Moran will be stationed in Jamaica serving Dover, 
Wardsboro, Jamaica, Stratton and Winhall. Miss Lois 
Stearns who has been supervising the work in the south 
part of the state has been changed to a different territory 
and Miss Mildred K. Salmond has taken up her work here. 

During the year 10 infant and pre-school conferences 
have been held in my six towns with a total attendance of 
202. 41 of this number attended conferences held here in 
Newfane. 15 of the 41 were immunized against diphtheria, 
3 received the immunization against smallpox and 13 were 
given the Schick test. Six conferences are scheduled for the 
infants and pre-school children of Newfane in 1940, the six 
being divided up around the town. 

This coming year we will have the opportunity of having 
a dentist at our conferences so the mothers can have the ad- 
vice of the dentist regarding the child’s teeth. He is will- 
ing to answer questions and explain about the development 
and care of teeth. 

In the maternity work 34 pre-natal visits have been made 
in Newfane. Seven deliveries attended in town and 43 
post-natal visits made. 

There was an increase in the number of nursing visits 
made, 250 visits. One bed patient has been carried for the 
entire past year; this case has had at least one visit a week 
and sometimes more. 

Definite results of the corrective program were shown at 
the school examinations as fewer defects were found. 80 of 
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the entering class in the schools had been immunized against 
diphtheria. Very few defects were found in the entering 
class as several had been found at the pre-school conferences 
and the corrections made. 

Considerable work has been accomplished by the nurse 
working in cooperation with the State Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare, the Crippled Children’s Division of the State 
Department of Health and the Tuberculosis Division of the 
Department. Two children from Newfane are at the pres- 
ent time at the preventorium; one of these is there because 
of the physical examination given at school last year, when 
recommendation was made for further study of the child.

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Report of the Newfane Public Health Unit, 1939 


VILLAGES OF SouTH NEWFANE, WILLIAMSVILLE, NEWFANE 


Two business meetings of the Unit were held during 1939, 
one jointly with the Home Demonstration Group of South 
Newfane and the other at the Health Center in Newfane. 
At the meeting in South Newfane Miss Lois Stearns, Pub- 
lie Health Advisor, was present and gave a talk on com- 
municable diseases. In October the public were invited to 
the town hall in Newfane to hear Dr. Fred 8. Kent of the 
State Department of Public Health speak on Social Diseases 
and Effects of Alcohol. This was illustrated with slides. 

The work of the Unit has been about the same as last year, 
that is, distribution of second hand clothing and the care 
and upkeep of the Loan and Supply closet. 

We were able to purchase through the fees that were col- 
lected for nursing services material for six double sheets, 
three single sheets and fifteen pillow slips, which were made 
up by the ladies in different parts of the town, also a rub- 
ber sheet, hot water bottle, ice coil and two ice caps. Sey- 
eral blankets, night gowns, night shirts, pajamas, kimonos 
and a rubber sheet have been added to the shelves through 
donations. 
~The following is an example of the benefit received from 
this closet by the people of this town. From November 24th 
to February 3rd; eleven families have been aided with the 
loan of twenty different items with a total of thirty articles. 
The latest addition to the loan list is a back rest. 

Again we wish to state the need of old linen and cotton 
cloth especially old sheets. 

This report would not be complete without special men- 
tion of the work done by Mrs. Whitaker for the hot lunches 
in the schools. Through her efforts an N.Y.A. worker was 
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secured to assist in serving these lunches in two schools and 
a supply of surplus Federal Commodities has been re- 
ceived to supplement the canning done by the ladies last 
fall.

Payments of old age assistance to persons applying from 
Newfane amounted to $3,842.50 during the year January 1, 
1939 to December 31, 1939.

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School Superintendent’s Report 


To the Citizens of Newfane: 


Newfane is one of the two towns in the district to employ 
six teachers. The results of the past year show the benefits 
derived from the staff increase of last year. The teachers 
are a competent group and have shown excellent profes- 
sional spirit during the five months of my work with them. 
The building improvement program in Newfane schools 
shows up well with more plans for the future. Every build- 
ing is now in fairly good repair with the most work needed 
at Williamsville. The variation in enrollment there makes 
it quite difficult to plan for the future pupil population. If 
there were to be a great increase in enrollment, it would seem 
wise to continue the use of both floors. If the enrollment is 
not to increase, some division of the first floor would seem 
feasible. Your school board has weighed these possibilities 
and awaits the warmer weather to proceed with plans to 
meet the needs. The communities are proud of their school 
buildings and your directors have been very active in keep- 
ing the buildings worthy of that pride. They are to be com- 
mended for their fine community service. 

The Central Windham District remains under the same 
organization with Mr. G. H. Allbee of Brookline as chair- 
man and Mrs. Mary Whitaker of Newfane as secretary. 
The district is composed of eleven towns though Stratton 
transports all pupils to Jamaica and Wardsboro. There is 
a total of thirty-six teachers and 575 pupils in the district. 
This represents an increase of over sixty pupils as compared 
with last year. Newfane had eighty-six of that number at 
the time of enrollment. 

The handicraft, art, and music have been developed with 
satisfaction. Some schools are doing outstanding work in 
one or more of these fields this year. I hope this type of 
program will be continued in time to come when there will 
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be cause for retrenchment in some fields. The boys and 
girls are being called upon to do many things for the Junior 
Red Cross. In the summer of 1942 these same boys and 
girls will be called upon to aid in homes and on farms to 
make possible more hand labor, more produce, and more in- 
come for the rural areas without the use of extra labor from 
the outside. The young people of school age that are able to 
contribute labor in the agricultural area will be doing their 
share for the National Program to win the war. Both girls 
and boys should have an extensive part in the rural garden- 
ing during the emergency. 

Newfane is fortunate in having the headquarters of the 
two district nurses in the village. Mrs. Whitaker and Miss 
Parker are to be highly commended for their excellent serv- 
ice in normal times. The school and community health has 
been improved. In one school the attendance was 99.84 per 
cent perfect for the first sixteen weeks. But these are not 
normal times. The service to schools and homes continues by 
day and night and the additional service to the communities 
in the Defense Program is added. The organization and 
success of these programs are in their hands. Their efforts 
have been lauded by the support given them in First Aid 
and other meetings. 

The work of the dental hygienists, Miss Davis and Miss 
Brown, has also been laudable. Many dental clinies have 
been carried on resulting in better health now and for many 
years to come. These services are provided at a very small 
cost. The communities served receive the benefits of trained 
practitioners without being a financial burden to any one 
town. With the cooperation of the parents, a great saving 
in dental work can be obtained. I hope there will be no 
cause for retrenchment in these fields. 

The last session of the legislature voted down a bill to in- 
crease state aid from fifteen to twenty dollars per equated 
pupil. This bill was advanced at a time when it was vitally 
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needed. Since it was not passed it will fall upon the indi- © 
vidual town to assume the increased cost of operating 
schools during the war period. It now appears that school 
expense throughout the state will increase from ten to 
twenty per cent. The nearest available secondary school 
finds it necessary to increase its tuition twenty per cent. 
Other schools have done the same. This part of the educa- 
tional program must be provided in some way. The respon- 
sibility of each community is obvious since it would be im- 
possible for each to maintain a high school. Progress in any 
field comes from long range planning and constant effort. 
The gains made in education should not be lost after so 
much money and effort have been spent to make them. 

I have continued the practice of school visitation with 
teacher conferences ‘when it seemed necessary. The use of 
bulletins to carry suggestions, instructions, and notices has 
been used as an expedient to save time and unnecessary 
travel. ‘The more extensive use of this aid may be expected 
in view of the curtailment of automobiles and tires. How- 
ever, some means of transportation will be worked out for 
regular visitations. I have attended the regular meetings 
of the educational organizations and find them beneficial to, 
myself and to the teachers who likewise attend. ' 

I wish to take this opportunity to express my EDpTACEIE 
for the help afforded me by my predecessors, Mr. Guy 
Powers and Mr. O. A. Martinetti.

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Report of Newfane Health Committee 


The Health Committee held two meetings during the past 
year. 

In the spring we met with Mrs. H. A. Williams in Wil- 
hiamsville. 

The fall meeting was held at the health center. Miss 
Jones, Miss Salmond, and Miss Young were present. Miss 
Jones gave a talk on premature babies and their care and 
gave statistics to show how Vermont compared with other 
states. Miss Young told of a maternity survey she was 
making in Windham County. Miss Salmond showed pic- 
tures of health work being done in other parts of the state. 

Chairmen of the sub-committees were elected at this meet- 
ing to serve for two years. 

Through fees collected from nursing, material was pur- 
chased for six sheets, two rubber sheets and a bed table. 
One rubber sheet was donated. 

The loan and supply closet continues to be of great serv- 
ice. Since this closet was started over a hundred families 
have been loaned supplies. 

During the school year all the school children have had a 
physical examination by Dr. Otis. 

Members of the Health Committee assisted at four pre- 
school conferences during the year. At these conferences 
we have heard many expressions of appreciation from the 
mothers. 

One or two members of each committee in the district at- 
tended a civil defense meeting at Newfane in December. 
Miss Salmond conducted the meeting and gave instructions 
on making first aid kits. 

The committee has aided Mrs. Whitaker in forming first 
aid classes, and will do the same for the home nursing 
classes.

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Old Age Assistance Department 


State Housst 
MONTPELIER, VERMONT 


For the information of your tax payers, the customary 
annual statement is presented for your town report. 

Payments of old age assistance to persons applying from 
your town amounted to $3,025.75 during the year January 
1, 1941, to December 31, 1941. 

The number of recipients in December, 1941, was 16. 

As this program touches every community and many per- 
sons, we believe the public should know the following facts: 

Expenditures for Old Age Assistance in Vermont amount 
to over $1,000,000 a year. All payments are made on a 
budgetary basis and only after complete investigation by a 
trained social worker employed under Civil Service regula- 
tions. Since the beginning of the program ninety-six cents 
out of every dollar available to the department has been 
expended for the aged and only four cents used for ad- 
ministration. 

The increased cost of living and its effect on the budgets 
of some 5,600 aged persons currently receiving assistance 
each month constitutes a serious problem, impossible to solve 
because it is a financial one. This situation also prevents 
grants of assistance to new applicants who, in many eases, 
are quite as needy and deserving as those already receiving 
assistance. The resources of this department and its ability 
to make grants are determined by the state appropriation, 
which is matched by Federal funds. 

The advice and counsel of local officials and interested 
persons have been very valuable and are gratefully ac- 
knowledged.

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School Directors’ Report 


To the Citizens of Newfane: 


We are now at the end of another year, and the School Board 
is pleased to report a small balance in the treasury. The money 
appropriated for carrying on the schools is considered by the 
Board a great trust, to be used to the very best advantage in 
maintaining as fine a school system as possible with the money 
allotted. 

With the shortage of fuel, we were fortunate in procuring 
enough to keep the pupils warm and comfortable up to the pres- 
ent time. All furnaces have been kept in good working condi- 
tion, so as to burn the fuel as economically as possible. 

With a limited amount of money to spend, we planned to do 
the repairs necessary to protect the foundations and keep the 
buildings from the ravage of the weather. 

Three new teachers were procured this year. Because of the 
shortage of teachers, the salaries of all six were increased. 

We have maintained a janitor for each of the rooms, except- 
ing the two in the village of Newfane, where the teachers pre- 
ferred to do the work themselves for the same remuneration as 
those doing the janitorial work at the other schools. 

Transportation to and from school has been provided wher- 
ever necessary. 

In Union District, the Farmers’ Club is providing a hot dish 
for the children each day. In Newfane village, interested friends 
and parents have put up soup and vegetables for hot lunches. 
The School Club contemplates elaborating this plan. In Wil- 
lhamsville, a friend has provided fruit for the children. Nothing, 
so far as we know, has been done in South Newfane in this re- 
spect. 

Each class this year has had what is called at Normal School 
a ““‘project.’’ That is, some special subject that has been de- 
veloped in its various aspects. The children derive much pleas- 
ure from these special studies, and often-times a hobby is ecre- 
ated for some child through such research. The project for 
Union District was on the subject of Indians. The interest was 
earried so far as to put on a puppet show illustrating it. Union 
District, with the cooperation of the School Board, hired Union 
Hall in which an exhibit was held of the special subjects of all 
the six classes in Newfane, together with the Brookline school. 
All the children were present, each class taking part. The par- 
ents who attended were quite delighted with the affair, and re- 
quested that we put on another such next year. Refreshments 
were provided by the Union District Farmers’ Club. 

An evening of music, reading and a talk on Indians by Mr. 
John Gale was sponsored by Miss Adams, together with the 
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School Board. At this meeting a collection was taken to be used 
for books for the Union District school. 

A Christmas party was given the teachers. This was purely a 
get acquainted affair, sponsored and paid for by the members of 
the Board, personally. 

The Board thanks all those interested persons who gave of 
their time, talent or resources to help make our school system 
more efficient and of greater interest to the children. 

The School Board wishes to inform the citizens that while it 
directs all expenditures for school purposes, by issuing orders 
on the treasurer of the town, it handles no actual cash. 

The School Board respectfully recommends for your consid- 
eration a ten cent increase in the appropriation for the school 
budget. 

It has been a very full year, but, we feel, a profitable one, with 
the foundation laid for a bigger and better year in 1944.

In response to your request of February 38rd, I am glad to 
send the following information, which, since it 1s a duplication 
and description of the allocation of state aid to Newfane as it 
appears on our records for the school year beginning July 1, 
1942 and ending June 30, 1948 sent to you last September, may 
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be of more interest than just a general description of the 
method :

* ““Equated pupil is a term used to define a theoretical num- 
ber of pupils determined by Mort’s Table, which equalizes the 
variations in size of schools and the difference in costs between 
elementary and secondary schools.’’ (Section 4338 PL) In other 
words, if the average daily attendance of a school is under 22 
pupils, it has been found as costly to operate that school as 
though its average daily attendance were 29 pupils. If the aver- 
age daily attendance is 22 or more, the equivalent cost steps up 
gradually as in the case of the Village School where the A.D.A. 
was 28 and equated to 38.6—which means that 1t presumably 
cost as much for 28 as it would have for 38.6 pupils. 


School Superintendent’s Report 


To the Citizens of the Town of Newfane: 

The operation of the schools in the Town of Newfane for the 
last year deserves comment in three major divisions. They are 
instruction, buildings and equipment. It is usually possible to 
make a general comment covering the entire field but this year I 
believe each deserves separate consideration. 

The Newfane school buildings are in a continuous stage of 


25 


improvement. Only the South Newfane building is in possession 
of a standard plate and that expires next year. That building 
was painted last year as an efficiency measure. State aid will be 
available next year so that some reimbursement will be received 
on work done on the interior. The building is in good condition 
and can be so maintained at a small cost. The Williamsville 
building is in very good condition and with the new heating sys- 
tem upstairs a greater degree of comfort is enjoyed. The build- 
ing in the Village is of standard rating except for the interior of 
the lower grade room and the halls which need redecoration. 
The window shades also need renewing. These repairs have been 
planned for the immediate future. The Union building needs 
interior decoration and this improvement is planned for the 
summer of 1944. Your directors have been planning the main- 
tenance work with a great deal of foresight and should be com- 
mended for their achievement to date. 

The department of instruction is in excellent hands. I can 
well commend each teacher for the excellent spirit with which 
the classroom work is conducted. Every parent and friend of 
the schools is welcome to visit the school work at any time. 

The school equipment, including textbooks and supplies, is in 
fair condition. To a very limited degree, the textbook depart- 
ment has been brought into conformity with the courses of 
study as revised by the State Department of Education. As 
funds become available each subject should be organized to 
meet the recent changes. This will require but little expense over 
a period of years and the children will greatly benefit. The 
schools have operated with limitations in some fields in order to 
keep within the budget. Without the essentials, no teacher can 
produce the best results. I hope there will be ample funds with 
which to furnish proper textbooks and supplies for every field 
of endeavor. 

Last year the school tax was not increased in the face of in- 
creasing expense. Regardless of this, the directors have been 
able to operate within the financial limitations. The directors 
and I firmly believe in efficient spending of the school funds but 
it must be kept in mind that the coming year will bring forth 
another increase in school expense if the standards are to be 
maintained or raised. Since your tax was not increased last 
year, it is an obvious necessity this year else a deficit be incurred 
for disposition at a later time. I cannot believe in allowing such 
a deficit to originate. A prospectus on school costs in future 
years has been published by the State of Vermont at the request 
of the Governor. A copy is in the hands of each school director 
and your town representative. I hope they will place the picture 
before you so that the steps in education in the immediate fu- 
ture will be a surprise to no one. 

Hot lunches are being provided in some schools now and plans 
are being made for the Village School by the School Club. Last 
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summer canning was done in the village for this project and the 
benefits will be valuable enough to warrant repeating the 
project next summer. 

The accord with which the educational functions of the town 
operate is laudable and worthy of mention. Last fall all of the 
town schools and Brookline gathered for a real day of achieve- 
ment. Teachers, parents, pupils, supervisors and directors were 
unified in purpose by this gathering. The plans were in the 
hands of a teacher and to her goes a great deal of credit. Later 
the teachers and directors were gathered for a social evening 
which brought forth more unity and acquaintanceship. The re- 
sulting coordination of effort has been noticeable and is defi- 
nitely a factor in favor of better education for our youth. I can 
greatly appreciate the unity and full cooperation of the board 
of directors. 

The organization in the school district remains the same as 
last year with Otis R. Heffion as chairman, Garner C. Dewey as 
vice-chairman, and Ruth E. Butler, as secretary. At the regular 
meeting last spring the district board, made up of the boards of 
the several towns, saw fit to elect me to serve indefinitely. I feel 
honored by this move and feel the better empowered to serve 
you. 

I have been able to make regular visitations to the several 
schools this year as superintendents that travel from school to 
school have been granted sufficient gasoline. There is no special 
grant of tires so along with the rest, I have been limited by that 
shortage for a short time now and then. I feel that the OPA has 
attempted to be just but the state and federal governments in- 
sist that schools be maintained and improved regardless. There 
is no reluctance, on my part, to share the restrictions along with 
the rest. 

In many towns there has been an acute shortage of fuel for 
the schools. Due to the limits on labor in this and every area, 
there is no one to do the required work so the fuel is not avail- 
able. An exhaustive study on fuel efficiency was recently con- 
ducted at Cornell University with the results showing that dry 
wood is one and one half times as efficient as green wood without 
the suffering from cold when the fire is built. It behooves par- 
ents who have wood lots to assist in this important phase of 
school operation so that the children may spend their school 
hours in comfort. Those who do this can make a good wage while 
Serving the children and the community. One town may be com- 
mended for having its next year’s fuel ordered now. 

We are looking forward to an era of peace when successful 
living will be more important than high salaries. We hope to be 
preparing the present school generation for a period of living 
for the country and the world instead of dying for the same. 
Living in the rural areas has been found to set forth a greater 
life than among the masses. There will be much for our boys and 
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girls to have in the country that will be inaccessible to those in 
the cities but we must make them capable of procuring and en- 
joying that which is to come. Many of the rural homes are not 
compatible with the requirements for healthful living. Such 
conditions will be unnecessary after the war for those who are 
prepared and capable of taking a responsible place in society. 

Again I can highly recommend the work of the district 
nurses. With the shortage of doctors and the services of domes- 
tics, the nurses are called upon to perform more and varied 
duties. All these they meet willingly and I know of no town in 
the district that can safely dispense with their services. Every 
voter will have the opportunity to cast a ballot for the continu- 
ance of this service and I know you will not fail your neighbors 
or yourselves. 

Last year the educational organizations called off their regu- 
lar meetings to reduce travel. The federal government ruled 
that these organizations were essential in meeting the needs of 
the nation and that the meetings should be continued as far as 
necessary to insure the needed progress in the school depart- 
ment. I have been in attendance at the meetings held and feel 
well repaid for having done so. 

The schools are called upon to perform many services for the 
good of the community and the nation. All these have been per- 
formed with the support of the parents and a general feeling of 
a small part in the war program is felt throughout the area. 
More is to be done and the sacrifice seems so small when we think 
of the boys from the neighborhood that have spent many months 
away from home, risking their right to live so that we may con- 
tinue the democratic way of life. 

The summer of 1944 will again bring the task of raising food 
for home consumption. This is a splendid opportunity for a 
child to learn elementary science along with the real life experi- 
ence of contributing to the needs of the family and the nation. 
Every child should have a part in this important program. 
Many of our rural families use few rationed goods leaving more 
for the city dwellers who have no land and little self-sufficiency. 
It is little wonder that the city people flock to the country for a 
few months in the summer even during peace time. 

Another year of shortage of workers in every field confronts 
us. With your support, I feel that the schools can be manned 
with efficient teachers. The schools must be continued. I have 
been encouraged by the support you have given in the past and 
ask for its continuance so that we may guarantee the future all 
the benefits of peace and enlightenment.

For the information of your taxpayers and because the pro- 
gram touches every community and a great number of its 
people, the customary annual statement is presented for inclu- 
sion in your town report. 

The Vermont Old Age Assistance Program is in its ninth year 
of activity. Nearly 11,000 Vermonters have received the benefit 
of its services and payments. It has proven a dignified and re- 
hable method of relieving uncertainty, distress and need in old 
age. 

To date, about 814 million dollars has been expended in the 
state. The number currently receiving assistance is 5,400 per- 
sons. This is about 15% of the estimated number of persons over 
sixty-five years of age. Since the beginning of the program, the 
entire expense of administration has been 4.2%. The Social Se- 
curity Board, Washington, D.C., has figures to show that, on a 
comparable basis, no other state has a better record for effi- 
ciency and economy. 

Payments of old age assistance to persons applying from your 
town amounted to $3,932.50 during the year January 1, 1943, 
to December 31, 19438. 

The number of recipients in December, 1943, was 20. 

The increase in the cost of food, fuel, rents and services con- 
stitutes a serious problem to persons dependent on small fixed 
allowances and has been the cause of much concern to the Old 
Age Assistance Department. 

The advice and counsel of local officials and interested persons 
have been very valuable, and are gratefully acknowledged by 
the Director, his associates and field staff.

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School Directors’ Report 


To the Citizens of the Town of Newfane: 

The School Board is gratified to report we had a most success- 
ful year, with a small balance left in the treasury. We express our 
appreciation to all those who in any way contributed in making 
the schools a better place in which to study. 

With the shortage of teachers, we are fortunate in having each 
room adequately supplied. The teachers’ and janitors’ salaries 
have been somewhat increased. The school houses have been kept 
comfortably warm, during this severe winter, with wood pur- 
chased early enough in the spring to have thoroughly dried before 
using, hence giving more economical heat. 

The Union District School has been completely renovated. It 
was sorely in need of a general clean up, and is now a more in- 
spiring place for the teacher, as well as for the pupils. The Farm- 
ers’ Club is providing a hot lunch for the children every day. It is 
also, again this year, paying the electric light bill. 

The Newfane Village School has been painted inside and out. 
The work has not been entirely finished because of cold weather 
and scarcity of help, but the work will be completed during the 
Summer vacation, when the school will be made fresh and bright 
for the opening of the Fall term. The Board thanks the Village 
School Club for having extra windows put in the north room. 
They greatly improve the lighting effect, to the pleasant satisfac- 
tion of both teacher and pupils. The School Club is also providing 
hot lunches again this year, as well as contributing to a part of 
the remuneration of a music teacher for this school. 

The Williamsville School has been kept in paint and good re- 
pair, and some work was done on the school grounds, so as to pre- 
vent the water from standing on the surface, making a mud hole 
for the children to play in. We still need gravel and should have 
the use of the Town grader. Also some work should be done on the 
culvert to complete the project. We should appreciate it if the 
selectmen and road commissioners would lend their aid in this mat- 
ter. The citizens of Williamsville have been supplying hot lunches 
for their school, and also paying the electric light bill. 

The South Newfane School has had the necessary repairs at- 
tended to. This year the standard rating on the school will expire. 
After that, we shall get one half the cost of repairs from the 
State. The Board will then make more thorough renovations. The 
people of South Newfane are paying the electric light bill, and 
also providing hot lunches for the children in their school. 

The School Board was represented at the Windham Central 
District meeting by Mr. George Bush. At this meeting the super- 
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intendent, Mr. Bullis, was elected for an indefinite period, and 
his salary was increased. 

Last Fall, Miss Smith represented the Board at a district teach- 
ers’ conference so as to acquaint herself with some of the prob- 
lems of the teachers, and thus be better able to discuss and counsel 
whenever necessary. 

In December the Board, at no expense to the Town, gave a 
Christmas party for the teachers. This was a most pleasant affair, 
which all enjoyed. 

On Friday afternoon, February 9th, the four schools of this 
Town, together with the Brookline School, participated in an ex- 
hibition of the special work done this year. This event was held 
in the Newfane Village Grange Hall, which was filled to capacity 
with the parents and friends of the children. The very much in- 
terested audience enjoyed musical selections, plays, essays on his- 
torical events, drawings and sketches of geographic significance. 
Mr. Bullis, the superintendent, spoke, and Miss Smith, chairman 
of the Board, had a word of welcome. At the close of the exhibi- 
tion, the Newfane Village School Club served refreshments. 

The School Board is very much interested in the welfare of each 
of our school children, and spends much time in planning ways 
and means to make them comfortable and happy, and we hope we 
have succeeded to your satisfaction.

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School Superintendent’s Report 


To the Citizens of the Town of Newfane: 


The schools in the Town of Newfane are being operated in an 
efficient manner. Progress is being shown on the part of every 
pupil at the present time and for the most part, excellent relation- 
ship exists between teacher and pupil. . 

It was necessary to raise the salaries of the teachers to retain 
them and five of the six in service last year were retained. We 
were extremely fortunate to be able to replace the sixth with an 
experienced and competent resident teacher. I feel that the town 
is extremely fortunate to have six certified teachers during this 
critical year. I am sure that the teachers deserve and appreciate 
the support given by the parents in the town and assure you that 
the schools can and will give good service. 

The increase in school tax voted last year made it possible to 
complete the year with a very small balance. The state aid received 
this year was nearly $300 more than last year and with the in- 
creased enrollment and the prospect of a higher rate of state aid 
in 1945 school maintenance should be possible at little additional 
expense to the taxpayers. 

The school buildings are in excellent condition at this writing. 
Work at the Village School is nearly completed after five years 
of improvement. Union, South and Williamsville buildings are in 
the process of renovation with each building sanitary, newly 
painted and adequately lighted. Small additions are to be made 
but the greater part of the improvement program has been made. 
The schools are the pride of the town in general. 

Extensive hot lunch programs are being carried on in the Wil- 
liamsville and Village Schools. Since there are so many in these 
schools that do not go home to lunch, these projects are very 
valuable and better academic work is possible. 

In the report of last year I mentioned the unity of purpose on 
the part of the schools, directors and parents. I feel this as well 
this year and believe each parent and friend of the schools should 
visit the nearest school and observe first hand the businesslike 
manner and sincerity of the pupils. 

The schools have had the cooperation of the suppliers of fuel 
this year. I appreciate the problem presented in this department 
annually as it is a general problem in the district. Good dry fuel is 
efficient and provides comfort in the school room. Poor fuel can- 
not be afforded, so I again request your cooperation with the 
school directors in saving money by helping provide efficient wood 
in the coming months and years. 

In view of the severity of the winter, I wish to compliment the 
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highway service for the excellent work they have done this winter. 
Roads have been passable at all times that could be expected. This 
additional expense to the town will cut any possible surplus but 
the machinery of town operation must continue. The individual 
is saved maintenance costs when the public provides the cost of 
plowing operations. 

The Health Service with headquarters in Newfane provides 
the town with a great benefit which we call upon to assist in the 
school health program. I feel that the towns of the Health Unit 
cannot afford to give up this service. 

The Central Windham School District has the following off- 
cers, Otis R. Hefflon of Jamaica, Chairman, George Blake of 
Wardsboro, Vice-Chairman, and Ruth P. Butler of East Jamaica, 
Secretary. There will be an annual meeting in June of this year. 
If there are problems of administration or supervision that you 
wish to have discussed at the meeting, notify your school director 
or me and any pertinent question will be taken care of. I am glad 
to make home calls on parents that have questions to discuss but 
with 350 families represented in the district schools, I cannot get 
around to all. I am meeting with school clubs and other groups 
when and where it seems beneficial. 

In accordance with the request of your town officials, I have kept 
this report short this year.

For the information of your taxpayers the customary annual 
statement is presented for your town report. 


Payments of Old Age Assistance to persons applying 
from your town amounted to $4,433.00 during the year 
January 1, 1944 to December 31, 1944. 

The number of recipients in December, 1944, was 20. 


The resources of this department and its ability to make pay- 
ments are determined by the state appropriation which is matched 
by federal funds. During recent months it has not been possible 
to grant assistance or to increase all who were found eligible after 
investigation. The cost of living has increased so much that about 
every case needs to be increased that is not now getting the maxi- 
mum. The cooperation of Overseers in extending temporary aid 
and supplementary medical services has been very helpful. 

The administrative expenses of this department have risen 
slightly during the biennial period but the administrative review 
of the Social Security Board emphasizes that the total administra- 
tive cost per case per month is among the lowest in the country. 

The advice and counsel of local officials and interested people 
are gratefully acknowledged by this department and its field staff.

1946 Budget Proposed by Selectmen 


Owing to searecity of both help and material, contemplated 
repair work on bridges was not done although the material was 
ordered for them. Had this work been done and the full year 
of interest paid, then there would have been practically no un- 
expended balances. There is a substantial amount of bridge 
work to be done during the coming year. Practically no brush 
has been cut during the war years and a large sum should be 
expended on it the coming year. To meet these items alone will 
necessitate our having an increased allowance. Due to increased 
cost of labor, roads have not been properly cared for and we 
recommend an increased allowance to Road Commissioner.

School Superintendent’s and School Directors’ Report 


Enrollment 


The total enrollment of the elementary schools is 109. This 
includes the four tuition pupils from Marlboro but does not 
include the one for whom tuition is paid by the town to Dover 
and one to Newton, Massachusetts. This shows that there are 
107 attending elementary schools who are residents of the town 
of Newfane, while last year there were 89. The town is paying 
tuition for 13 high school pupils. 


Buildings, Grounds and Equipment 


The general condition of the buildings is very good. During 
the past year the interior of the South Newfane school was 
painted. There was a thermostat installed to prevent the water 
from freezing and the halls were painted in the Newfane village 
school. The superior plate was assigned to the school in Sep- 
tember. 

The South Newfane school house should be painted on the 
outside next year. Both Williamsville and South Newfane 
schools are in need of playground equipment. Newfane village 
and South Newfane are in need of more playground space. A 
few new desks will be needed to replace some of the old seats 
which are beyond repair. 


Health 


One reads in the papers or magazines concerning the number 
of men having physical defects when called for induction into 
the armed services. It is generally inferred if not expressly 
stated that it is largely due to lack of proper health and PE yten 
education in our schools. 

There is no doubt that many of the physical defects found 
could have been corrected and many improved if the schools 
had a better physical education program. 

In the schools we do have health instruction and if the pupils 
were asked questions about good health habits they would an- 
swer most of them correctly. There is also playground work and 
much of it well organized and carried out. The state law in re- 
gard to examining every pupil for eye and ear defects each 
year is carried out but corrections must be made if any value 
is to be received from this examination. The children’s hearing 
will be tested with an audiometer which.is loaned by the State 
Department of Education. Beyond this, and to do some of the 
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above more effectively, requires professional service—nurse or 
doctor to diagnose and prescribe treatment for individuals who 
have defects and then see that these defects are remedied if 
possible. 

This probably can be most effectively carried out through a 
school or district nurse. Therefore we highly recommend the 
work of the district nurses. It is hoped that the voters will give 
their hearty support to this needed service. 

Extensive hot lunch programs are being carried on in various 
schools. Since there are so many in these schools that do not 20 
home to lunch, these projects are very valuable and better aca- 
demic work is possible. 

A dental clinic should be started in the near future and all 
of the pupils should have an opportunity to have some or all 
necessary work done, For instance, it has been reported that 
poor teeth was a common difficulty found in those examined 
for induction. and that in this respect those from rural areas of 
the state predominated. This would indicate that the boys from 
small towns either did not have access to good dental care, had 
not been educated to the need of it or could not afford it. You 
may note in the estimated budget an amount for health of $150, 
a part of which could be used for this project. We trust that 
each parent, friend and citizen of the town of Newfane will 
support this project. 


Teachers 


There is still a very great shortage of teachers. We are pleased . 
to say that we have the services of five certified teachers. Aca- 
demic, moral and social progress is being shown throughout the 
town schools. Teachers have reported excellent cooperation 
from the parents and friends of the schools. We know that 
schools can be of greatest service when parents and friends 
support the school program. 


Finances 


The 1945 legislature passed a law that a teacher’s minimum 
salary would be $1,000. This is in keeping with what our neigh- 
boring states have already done although some of the states’ 
minimum salary is now $1,200. 

The recommendation, of the State Board of Edueation, to 
increase the rate per equated pupil from $20 to $25 also became 
a law. This meant an increase of state aid to the town of New- 
fane of $961.97 over last year. This does not mean an additional 
property tax as the state does not levy a direct tax on personal 
and real property. The state revenue is-drawn from sources that 
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the town cannot tax—personal and corporation income, fran- 
chises, ete. 

The average cost per elementary pupil taken from the statis- 
tical report of the schools of Newfane for the school year ending 
June 30, 1945 was $125.92. We have an enrollment of 20 more 
elementary pupils this year than we had last year. With this 
increased enrollment and teachers’ salaries in mind, we feel 
that an increase in tax rate will be needed for this coming year. 

You may note from the estimated budget that in order to 
provide for expenses of the next school year a tax of $1.60 will 
be necessary. Therefore the school directors recommend that a 
tax of $1.60 on the Grand List for general school purposes be 
raised. 

In conclusion we wish to express our appreciation to our 
teachers and all others for their cooperation in promoting the 
work of the schools, and to Miss Elva Smith, who has for years 

served as a faithful and trust worthy member of our school 
board, we wish the best of luck in her new position and know 
that our loss was Gorham ’s gain. |

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Report of the Public Health Nurse 


Following is the report of services rendered during the period 
from January 1, 1945 through December 31, 1945. 


To wl persons: 
159 visits were made to give some form of nursing care. 


To mothers: 


64 visits were made to expectant rae ene and to new 
mothers to advise about care of themselves and their 
babies, and to give nursing care when needed. 


To infants and preschool children :, 
158 visits were made to the homes to discuss with parents the 
health needs of their small children. 
30 infants and preschool children were given medical ex- 
aminations by local physicians. 
20 children were protected against small pox by vaccination. 
17 children were protected against diphtheria by toxoid. 


To schools: 

39 visits were made to schools to give personal hygiene in- 
spections, to arrange for medical examinations, to 
assist teachers with vision testing and health teaching, 
and to consult with them about health problems. As- 
sistance in the control of communicable disease was 
also given. 

76 visits were made to homes of school children to discuss 
health problems with parents and to help arrange for 
the correction of physical defects. 

71 school children were given a medical examination i a 
local physician.

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Other activities: 

Through the cooperation of the Crippled Children’s Division 
of the Vermont Department of Public Health it was possible to 
arrange for several children to be examined by an orthopedic 
surgeon and necessary treatment started. 

Assistance has been given in arranging for both adults and 
children to attend chest clinics of the Tuberculosis Division of 
the Vermont Department of Public Health, where X-rays and 
consultation with Dr. Louis Benson were available. 

The school lunch project which was Sponsored by the School 
Club has been a valuable adjunct to the work of the nurse. Good 
nutrition is essential to the prevention and correction of any 
physical defect, and a hot, well-planned noon meal at school 
contributes much toward this end. 

Another group which was most helpful throughout the year 
was the Health Committee. Their interest and their work, which 
consisted in part of providing assistance at Medical Confer- 
ences, transporting children to and from clinies and preparing 
Supplies for the nurse, has added greatly to the success of the 
program.

At 
this meeting the following officers were elected for two years: 
vice-chairman, Mrs. Gray Martin; secretary-treasurer, Mrs. 
Lester Rink. 

Miss Nellie Jones, state director of public health nursing, 
was present at this meeting and spoke briefly. Mrs. Charles 
Adams of Waterbury described the work of the Woman’s Field 
Army and showed motion pictures on caneer control. 

The sum of $20 was appropriated for school lunches in the 
_ three schools and $5 for the Cancer Control Fund. 

The Loan and Supply Closet has quite a complete line of 
necessary sick room supplies and continues to be of great service 
to many of the families in town. These supplies are located at 
the home of Mrs. Karl Maher and are available to everyone in 
town. 

Anyone wishing to use these articles during the absence of 
Mrs. Maher can obtain them through Mrs. Gray Martin. 

New hot water bottles are needed, but until they can be pur- 
chased of a better grade, they have not been replaced. 

The folding wheel chair has been particularly useful. It has 
been in use nearly all of the time this year. 

Any donations of old linen or cotton cloth, especially sheets, 
are appreciated. 

The Unit voted to purchase cod liver oil capsules for the 
school children. Mrs. Whitaker has been unable to obtain them 
through the state. This seemed the only possible way to purchase 
them as such a large quantity was needed. We hope they will be 
- more plentiful another year so the children can have the benefits 
of them.

Payments of Old Age Assistance to persons applying from 
your town amounted to $4,665.00 during the year January 1, 
1945 to December 31, 1945. | 

The number of recipients in December, 1945 was 18. 


The resources of this department and its ability to make pay- 
ments are determined by. the state appropriation which is 
matched by federal funds. During recent months it has not been 
possible to grant assistance or to increase all who were found 
eligible after investigation. The cost of living has increased so 
much that about every case needs to be increased that is not 
now getting the maximum. The cooperation of Overseers in ex- 
tending temporary aid and supplementary medical services has 
been very helpful. 

The administrative expenses of this Teac have risen 
slightly during the biennial period but the administrative re- 
view of the Social Security Board emphasizes that the total.ad- 
ministrative cost per case per month is among the lowest in the 
country. 

The advice and counsel of local officials and interested people 
are gratefully acknowledged by this department and its field 
staff.

ANNUAL TOWN MEETING WARNING 


The legal voters of the Town of Newfane, Vermont and the Town School 
District of Newfane-ate hereby notified and warned to meet at Union Hall, 
village of Newfane, on Tuesday the 5th day of March A.D. 1946 at 10 
o'clock A.M. standard time to act on the following articles to wit: 


Article 1. To elect a moderator. and a town clerk. 

Article 2. To act upon the auditors’ report. 

Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
appoint one or two road commissioners for the ensuing year or elect them 
by ballot. 

Article 4. To elect all Town and Town School District Officers re- 
quired by law for the ensuing year. 

Article 5. To see how much the Town and Town School District will 
vote to pay their officers for the ensuing year. 

Article 6. To see what sum, if any, the Town will appropriate to help 
defray the expenses of Memorial Day. 

Article 7. To see how the Town and Town School District will vote to 
collect taxes for the ensuing year. 

Article 8. To see what sum of money or cents on the dollar of the Grand 
List the Town will vote to raise by taxation to defray its expenses and 
liabilities for the ensuing year. 

Article 9. To see what sum of money or cents on the dollar of the Grand 
List the Town School District will vote to raise by taxation for the support 
of the schools and for school purposes for the ensuing year. 

Article 10. To see if the Town and Town School District will vote to 
collect interest on overdue taxes and if so at what rate. The interest can 
not exceed one half of one per cent a month. 

Article 11. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes and in anticipation of Federal and State 
moneys to be allotted to the Town. 

Article 12. To see if the Town will vote: Shall license for the sale of 
malt and vinous beverages be granted in this Town? 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote: Shall spirituous liquors be - 


sold in this Town? 

Article 14. To see if the Town will authorize the Auditors of the Town 
to employ an accountant from the office of the Auditor of Accounts as pro- 
vided in No. 55 of the Acts of 1937 to conduct an audit of the accounts of the 
Town. 

Article 15. To see what sum, if anv. the Town will appropriate toward 
the maintenance of the Public Health Nursing service as now organized. 

Article 16. To see if the Town School District will pay full tuition for 
all high school students. 

Article 17. To see if the Town will vote for the construction of a new 
bridge at South Newfane and appropriate money for that purpose. 

Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to abate the taxes assessed on 
Williamsville Grange Hall for the year 1945. 

Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to exempt Williamsville Grange 
Hall from taxation for the ensuing 5 vears. 

Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate money toward 
the support of Moore Free Library.
